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GENERAL  REPORT  FOR  i896.

THE  last  edition  of  By-laws,  list  of  officers  and  members  of  the 
Maine  Genealogical  Society  having  been  exhausted  and  be- 
come imperfect  on  account  of  decease  of  members,  new  membership, 
etc.,  a  revised  issue  is  necessary,  and  in  authorizing  its  publication 
the  Society,  at  its  last  annual  meeting,  voted  that  it  should  be 
incorporated  with  its  annual  reports,  and  such  other  matter  as  the 
Directors  should,  in  their  discretion,  deem  of  interest  or  service  for 
the  Society  to  publish. 

In  compliance  therewith  the  Directors  present  this,  their  13th 
annual  report :  and  for  full  details  of  the  various  departments  of  the 
Society's  work  and  condition  for  the  past  year,  they  ask  a  careful 
reference  to  the  appended  reports  of  the  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and 
Librarian. 

This  seems  a  fitting  opportunity  to  make  the  public  better 
acquainted  with  our  organization,  its  purposes  and  plans,  and  with 
the  brief  history  of  the  Society  from  its  formation  in  1884,  to  the 
present  date ;  and  we  undertake  this  with  the  greater  con- 
fidence, as  our  organization  has  passed  the  experimental  stage,  has 
outlived  the  period  of  indifference,  and  even  hostility,  and  has 
demonstrated  its  usefulness  and  vitality.  The  steady  increase  of 
membership  indicates  that  the  citizens  of  our  State  are  willing  to 
endorse  and  encourage  our  work  as  worthy  and  desirable,  and  to 
accept  our  Society  as  a  factor  among  the  educational  institutions  of 
this  commonwealth.  The  increasing  use  of  our  library  by  our  mem- 
bers and  others,  and  the  numerous  inquiries  for  items  of  family 
history,  coming  almost  daily  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States, 
convince  us  that  the  founders  of  our  young  Society  made  no  mistake 
in  its  establishment. 

The  last  quarter  of  a  century  has  developed  an  enthusiasm  in  the 
study  of  family  and  local  history  never  before  known  in  the  same 
degree,  and  while  it  may  fairly  be  said  that  we  do  not  expect  to  see 


some  of  the  quiet,  plodding  work  of  the  past  excelled  or  perhaps 
equalled,  the  interest/ has  become  more  general  and  workers  in  the 
field  increased  many  fold.  This  is  to  some  extent  attributable  to  the 
interest  in  the  numerous  Revolutionary,  Colonial  and  other  hereditary 
societies  which  have  sprung  into  sudden  existence  within  the  past  few 
years.  Whatever  may  be  the  future  history  of  those  organizations, 
it  is  unquestionable  that  they  are  doing  great  good  in  awakening 
interest  in  the  history  of  families. 

From  1875  to  1878  a  society  similar  to  our  own  existed  in  Augusta 
in  this  State,  and  during  that  time  earned  the  lasting  gratitude  of  the 
genealogical  student  for  the  rich  material  it  gathered  and  published 
in  its  Quarterly,  concerning  Maine  families. 

The  need  of  an  organization  for  mutual  help  and  encouragement 
was  sorely  felt  among  lovers  of  the  study  in  Portland,  Deering,  West- 
brook  and  their  vicinity,  where  much  good  work  had  been  done 
through  the  influence  of  Mr.  Stephen  M.  Watson's  invaluable 
periodical,  the  Maine  Genealogical  and  Historical  Recorder^  with  its 
corps  of  enthusiastic  contributors. 

In  accordance  with  an  informal  agreement,  on  the  evening  of 
January  30,  1884,  Messrs.  Thomas  Tash,  John  T.  Hull,  Stephen  M. 
Watson,  Andrew  Hawes,  Leonard  B.  Chapman,  John  C.  Tukesbury 
and  Edward  A.  Jordan  met  at  Room  No.  18,  in  City  Hall,  Portland, 
for  a  comparison  of  views  and  the  taking  of  initial  steps  in  the 
formation  of  a  genealogical  club  or  society,  to  be  devoted  to  the 
promotion  of  research  in  family  history,  the  collection  and  preserva- 
tion of  data  connected  therewith,  and  the  accumulation  of  books  and 
documents  relating  to  genealogy,  biography,  local  history  and  kindred 
subjects,  and  for  the  interchange  of  material  among  its  members. 

Mr.  Tash  was  made  chairman  and  Mr.  Hull  secretary  of  that  pre- 
liminary conference.  A  good  degree  of  interest  was  manifested,  and 
the  meeting  adjourned  to  February  nth,  at  which  time  a  committee 
of  five  was  appointed  which  drafted  a  call  for  a  meeting  of  all 
supposed  to  be  interested  in  such  pursuits  and  desirous  of  establish- 
ing a  society, — to  be  held  on  the  evening  of  February  i8th. 

At  that  date  Messrs.  Tash,  Hull,  Watson,  Tukesbury,  and  William 
H.  Smith,  William  M,  Sargent,  John  Marshall  Brown,  Frederick  O. 
Conant,  Charles  Burleigh,  Dr.  Albion  K.  P.  Meserve  and  George  D. 
Rand  met  in  Reception  Hall.  Many  other  gentlemen  interested  in 
genealogy  were  prevented  from  appearing  by  the  severe  storm  on 
that  evening.     Mr.  Tash  was  elected  chairman,  and  Mr.   Hull  was 


called  upon  to  explain  the  objects  of  the  meeting.  Letters  were  read 
from  various  persons  unable  to  be  present,  warmly  favoring  the 
purposes  in  view ;  and  Messrs.  Smith,  Sargent,  Watson,  Brown  and 
Meserve  made  addresses  earnestly  advocating  the  proposed  organiza- 
tion.    A  committee  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  code  of  by-laws. 

On  the  14th  of  March,  the  following  additional  persons  being 
present, — John  F.  Anderson,  Fabius  M.  Ray  and  Augustus  F. 
Moulton, — a  committee  was  raised  to  prepare  papers  needful  for 
securing  a  corporate  organization.  At  these  preliminary  meetings  a 
difference  of  opinion  became  manifest  as  to  the  scope  of  the  Society 
and  its  proper  title.  A  few  among  the  most  active  members  were 
strongly  favorable  to  an  association  limited  in  name  and  work  to  the 
county  of  Cumberland,  as  presenting  a  field,  rich  and  sufficiently 
ample,  for  all  that  the  Society  was  likely  to  accomplish  ;  but  the 
general  sentiment  was  evidently  for  a  plan  wide  enough  to  cover  the 
whole  state  in  membership  and  work. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  to  April  2d,  when  a  draft  of  rules 
was  reported,  and  the  committee  on  incorporation  presented  an  appli- 
cation to  Mr.  Charles  Burleigh,  as  justice  of  the  peace,  to  issue  his 
warrant  for  a  meeting  for  legal  organization. 

On  the  i8th  of  April,  1884,  the  by-laws  were  adopted  by  a  unan- 
imous vote,  (the  following  taking  part  in  the  proceedings  in  addition 
to  those  previously  named, — Charles  F.  Libby,  James  P.  Baxter  and 
Henry  Deering).  A  committee  for  the  nomination  of  officers  was 
appointed,  to  report  to  an  adjourned  meeting  on  the  29th  of  April. 

On  the  latter  date  the  "  Maine  Genealogical  Society  "  was  formally 
embarked  upon  what  its  founders  hoped  and  their  successors  feel 
certain  will  be  a  lasting  and  prosperous  career,  by  the  election,  as  its 
first  officers,  of  John  F.  Anderson,  President ;  Fabius  M.  Ray,  Vice 
President ;  Stephen  M.  Watson,  Secretary ;  Frederick  O.  Conant, 
Treasurer,  and  Charles  Burleigh,  Librarian. 

The  corporate  members  as  named  in  the  warrant,  were  William 
H.  Smith,  Stephen  M.  Watson,  Frederick  O.  Conant,  Augustus  F. 
Moulton,  Charles  F.  Libby,  Fabius  M.  Ray,  John  T.  Hull  and 
Leonard  B.  Chapman. 

At  the  meeting  of  April  18  seventeen  new  members  were  admitted 
additional  to  those  previously  named,  and  at  nearly  every  meeting  of 
the  Society  since  that  date  others  have  joined  it  until  our  roll  is  as 
creditable  in  numbers  as  in  other  respects.  (We  may  perhaps  take 
the  liberty  here  to  remind  our  members  that  an  additional  fee  of 


twenty-five  dollars  sefures  membership  for  life,  an  exemption  from 
annual  dues,  and  a  corresponding  increase  of  our  permanent  fund.) 

Of  the  earlier  members,  some  of  especial  usefulness  and  conspic- 
uous industry  and  ability  in  historical  research,  were  taken  from  us 
by  death  while  we  were  yet  in  the  wilderness  of  unsatisfied  hope 
and  before  a  successful  future  was  in  sight ;  among  them  we  mention 
with  especial  sorrow  and  regret  Messrs.  John  T.  Hull,  William  M. 
Sargent,  William  H.  Smith,  Thomas  Tash  and  Isaac  Cobb. 

Among  our  deceased  members,  Cyrus  Woodman,  Esq.,  was  the 
first  who  had  provided  for  aid  to  the  Society  by  a  bequest  of  money ; 
this  was  invested  and  is  known  as  the  Woodman  fund,  in  lasting 
remembrance  of  his  generosity  and  good-will.  Before  his  death  he 
had  presented  us  with  some  valuable  books.  His  labors  in  the 
history  of  his  native  town  of  Buxton,  and  in  compiling  the  history  of 
his  family,  are  widely  known. 

The  papers  read  before  our  Society  have  all  been  of  interest  and 
some  of  great  historical  value;  it  is  not  convenient  to  enumerate  and 
review  them  here.  Some  of  them  have  been  published  in  the  local 
newspapers  or  in  pamphlet  form,  and  it  is  hoped'in  a  future  publica- 
tion to  reprint  them,  together  with  biographical  sketches  of  our 
deceased  members. 

The  desirability  of  a  regular  serial  publication  as  an  organ  of  the 
Society  has  long  been  apparent,  affording  a  means  of  permanent 
preservation  for  communications,  records,  genealogies,  necrological 
sketches  and  other  pertinent  matter;  but  the  time  and  method  of 
carrying  this  into  successful  effect  are  still  open  questions  with  us. 

Of  our  publications  that  of  the  abstracts  of  the  Probate  Records 
of  Lincoln  County  from  1760  to  1800,  is  by  far  the  most  important. 
The  wills  are  given  verbatim  in  full,  and  the  administration  of  estates, 
and  other  records  sufficiently  full  for  the  purposes  of  the  historian 
and  genealogist.  It  comprises  the  probate  business  of  the  middle 
and  eastern  part  of  the  then  District  of  Maine  from  the  time  of  the 
separation  of  the  counties  of  Cumberland  and  Lincoln  from  York- 
shire, in  1760,  to  the  convenient  period  of  the  end  of  the  century. 
Washington  and  Hancock  counties  were  taken  from  Lincoln  in  1789 
and  Kennebec  was  separated  in  1799.  Other  partitions  were  made 
in  the  present  century.  li^nhappily,  the  entire  probate  records  of 
Cumberland  county  from  1760  to  1S66  were  destroyed  in  the  ''Great 
Portland  Fire  "  of  the  latter  year.  In  scope  and  fullness  our  Lincoln 
county  work  surpasses  any  other  probate  records  published  to  this 


time.  It  forms  an  8vo  volume  of  454  pages,  including  a  valuable 
introduction  and  preface,  with  full  indexes  of  f -arsons  and  places. 
The  edition  was  a  limited  one  and  is  being  rapidly  absorbed.  Our 
Society  and  the  historical  student  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  our 
honored  member,  William  D.  Patterson,  of  Wiscasset,  for  his  arduous 
and  gratuitous  labor  in  the  compilation  of  this  useful  record. 

The  earlier  work  by  Mr.  John  T.  Hull  on  "The  Siege  and  Capture 
of  Fort  Loyall,  and  the  Destruction  of  Falmouth  in  1690,''  has  long 
been  out  of  print,  and  the  Society  hopes  to  issue  a  second  edition 
with  additional  annotations.  This  elaborate  paper  was  read  by  Mr. 
Hull  before  the  Society  and  a  large  audience  at  an  anniversary  of  the 
destruction  of  Fort  Loyall,  in  1885. 

Our  president,  Mr.  Marquis  F.  King,  has  for  a  few  years 
past  been  conducting  a  department  of  genealogical  news  and 
interchange  in  the  Portland  Weekly  Express,  industriously  and 
efficiently  occupying  the  field  until  a  serial  publication  of  our 
own  comes  into  existence.  In  connection  with  his  column  of 
Notes  and  Queries  he  has  published  weekly  instalments  of  Vital 
Records  :  having  already  completed  the  early  Publishments,  Mar- 
riages, Births  and  Deaths  of  the  town  of  Gorham,  Maine,  (Old  Nar- 
ragansett  No.  7) ;  a  limited  edition  of  which  he  has  reprinted  in  book 
form.  He  is  now  printing  weekly  the  early  records  of  the  old  First 
Parish  of  Portland,  which  church  was  organized  in  1727,  the  oldest 
in  Maine  east  of  Wells. 

Of  the  Falmouth  (Portland)  Town  records,  the  third  volume  was 
destroyed  by  fire  in  185 1.  It  covered  a  period  of  especial  interest, 
from  1772  to  the  incorporation  of  the  town  in  1786,  comprising  the 
whole  of  the  Revolutionary  war,  the  burning  of  the  town  by  Mowatt, 
the  peace,  and  the  revival  of  the  place  after  its  almost  unexampled 
disasters.  Our  Society  believed  that  much  of  the  family  data  com- 
prised and  lost  in  that  precious  volume  might  be  restored  by  system- 
atic research  among  the  descendants  of  the  old  Falmouth  families. 
A  very  full  list  of  the  early  inhabitants  was  compiled  and  circulars 
and  blanks  sent  wherever  there  was  chance  of  stimulating  interest 
and  eliciting  information.  The  results  did  not  equal  our  hopes,  but 
the  genealogical  information  collected  was  considerable  and  impor- 
tant, and  is  preserved  in  our  archives.  The  investigation  still  goes 
on  and  the  tardy  returns  are  carefully  preserved  against  the  day 
when  the  accumulations,  in  fullness  and  value,  may  warrant  Iheir 
arrangement  and  publication.     An  vmaccountable  indifference  on  the 


part  of  many  who  have  received  our  applications  only  prevents  the 
completion  of  this  f.iost  desirable  work, — so  far  as  completeness  is 
within  the  field  of  possibility.  As  the  fire  of  July  4,  1866,  swept 
over  the  oldest  and  most  interesting  part  of  our  cit}',  blotting  out  old 
homesteads  and  all  their  valued  contents,  a  precious  mass  of  records 
is  gone  beyond  recall. 

While  striving  to  recover  and  newly  record  the  lost,  our  Society 
should  be  diligent  in  saving  existing  records,  by  copies,  if  originals 
cannot  be  placed  in  our  keeping.  The  lack  of  care,  in  the  custody 
of  old  records  and  their  frequent  loss  by  fire  are  not  quite  so  appall- 
ing as  in  the  past, — but  the  scanty  hold  on  existence  of  some  parish, 
church,  and  even  town  records,  causes  the  thoughtful  lover  of  the 
olden  times  to  shiver  with  apprehension. 

Our  library  contains  the  beginnings  of  a  collection  of  copies  of 
old  vital  records  and  we  recommend  systematic  work  hereafter  in  the 
acquirement  of  such  material.  Our  members  living  in  different  parts 
of  the  state  can  render  immense  help  to  our  library,  to  the  student  of 
family  history,  and  to  their  own  towns,  by  devoting  some  of  their 
leisure  time  to  copying  for  us  the  vital  records  of  churches  and 
towns,  graveyard  inscriptions,  etc.  (In  this  connection  we  call  atten- 
tion to  suggestions  in  the  Librarian's  report.) 

We  have  explained  in  detail  the  foundation  of  our  Society,  not  as 
having  great  importance,  or  present  general  interest,  but  as  certain 
to  possess  historical  value  to  our  future  members,  and  therefore  not 
unworthy  a  permanent  record  in  print  against  the  day  when  all  the 
original  members,  and  perhaps  even  the  sole  original  record,  may 
have  passed  away.  And  in  this  connection  we  will  also  remark  that 
although  our  association  is  young;  it  has  been  subject  to  several 
changes  of  habitat.  Its  early  belongings  were  meagre  and  easily 
accommodated  on  a  few  spare  shelves  in  the  office  of  the  librarian  of 
the  Portland  Institute  and  Public  Library,  on  the  first  floor  of  the 
City  Hall  building,  until  the  removal  in  February,  1889,  to  the  pres- 
ent new  Public  Library  building,  No.  621  Congress  street.  Our 
books  were  then  placed  in  one-half  of  a  book-stack  in  the  northwest- 
erly end  of  the  room  appropriated  to  the  Historical  Society,  until 
January,  1894,  when  the  growing  demands  of  the  Public  Library,  and 
the  pressing  need  of  that  room  for  its  Reference  department  com- 
pelled its  evacuation.  The  upper  hall  on  the  Congress  street  front 
was  stripped  of  its  opera  chairs  and  abandoned  as  a  lecture  room, 
and  the  Historical  Society  took  possession  of  it.       Ll'nder  our  agree- 


ment  with  that  institution,  our  growing  library  was  also  removed 
there,  where  it  at  present  occupies  the  southeasterly  corner  of  the 
hall,  crowding  the  allotted  space  and  clamoring  for  more  room.  Our 
increasing  needs  are  fast  bringing  the  question  of  removal  to  other 
and  more  spacious  quarters,  to  the  point  of  very  serious  consideration 
and  action. 

Our  books  are  available  to  our  members  every  afternoon  from  2 
to  5  o'clock,  and  non-members  are  also  welcomed.  During  the  larger 
part  of  the  year  the  room  is  open  on  Tuesday  evenings  for  consulta- 
tion of  books  and  for  informal  meetings  of  the  Society ;  (which  are 
resolved  into  business  meetings  when  needful).  At  our  stated  quar- 
terly meetings  papers  are  read  and  discussed,  and  business  of  special 
importance  transacted. 

The  administration  of  our  Society  is  on  a  simple  plan  at  present 
not  burdened  with  a  multiplicity  of  rules  or  of  officials,  until  the  time 
arrives  when  the  expansion  of  our  library  and  of  our  business  renders 
a  closer  division  of  duties  and  methods  needful.  We  may  perhaps 
be  permitted  to  say  that  the  Society's  officers  (who  all  serve  without 
compensation),  are  painstaking  and  active  in  administering  its 
affairs,  and  give  freely  of  time  and  effort  to  advance  its  interests,  and 
could  do  much  more  to  enlarge  its  usefulness,  if  more  money  were 
available,  to  increase  its  library  more  rapidly,  to  secure  copies  of 
unpublished  vital  records,  and  to  publish  with  regularity  and  certainty 
a  quarterly  journal,  as  well  as  independent  works.  As  our  other 
expenses  are  at  present  very  small,  our  income  is  almost  wholly 
devoted  to  the  improvement  of  the  library,  furnishing  as  may  be  said, 
working-tools  to  our  members, — and  generous  givers  see  at  once  the 
beneficent  effects  of  their  donations. 

We  would  here  record  with  gratitude  the  gift  made  to  us  in  the 
past  year  by  the  Trustees  of  the  residuary  estate  of  the  late  Joseph 
Walker,  Esq.,  of  Portland.  And  we  close  with  an  earnest  appeal  to 
generous  citizens  and  natives  of  Maine  everywhere,  for  ampler  means 
to  gather,  preserve,  and  make  known  the  history  of  the  families  of 
our  dear  state,  from  whose  firesides  have  gone  forth  the  boys  whose 
homely  training  has  developed  the  character  and  ability  that  have 
won  them  wealth  and  repute  in  every  field,  and  caused  their  heads  to 
lift  high  amons:  their  fellows  at  home  and  abroad. 


REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 


January   19,    1897. 

I  HEREWITH  submit  the  following  as  my  ninth  annual  report  as 
Secretary  of  this  Society  : 

During  the  past  year,  besides  the  customary  informal  Tuesday 
evening  meetings,  the  stated  quarterly  meetings  have  been  held,  at 
which  elections  of  members  took  place,  the  librarian's  quarterly 
reports  were  presented  and  papers  read  and  discussed. 

On  the  evening  of  April  15,  Judge  F.  M.  Ray  read  an  interesting 
account  of  the  first  attorney  admitted  to  practice  in  Cumberland 
county,  Hon.  Theophilus  Bradbury,  formerly  a  resident  of  West- 
brook,  later  a  member  of  Congress  from  Massachusetts  and  a  judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court.  Hon  Josiah  H.  Drummond  presented  a 
paper  treating  on  the  powers  and  practices  of  the  old  Court  of 
Sessions.  The  discussion  which  followed  these  papers  developed  a 
deal  of  interesting  anecdote  and  legal  lore  of  the  early  times. 

At  the  meeting  of  July  16  the  attendance  was  small,  owing  to  the 
customary  absence  of  many  members  in  the  midsummer  season. 

On  the  2ist  of  October  Mr.  George  H.  Haynes  presented  a 
paper  concerning  the  branch  of  the  Ricker  family  whose  present 
representatives  are  so  well  known  in  connection  with  the  noted 
Poland  Springs. 

During  the  past  year  a  gift  was  received  by  the  Society  from  the 
Trustees  of  the  Joseph  Walker  estate,  which  has  been  largely 
expended   in   enriching  the  library  with  needed  and  valuable  books.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT.

I  RESPECTFULLY  submit  the  following  statement  of  the  present 
condition  of  our  library  at  this  date. 

It  comprises  1,406  volumes  and  1,082  pamphlets,  of  which  there 
have  been  received  during  the  year  1896,  378  volumes  and  508 
pamphlets;  log  volumes  and  414  pamphlets  of  these  accessions 
having  been  by  gift.  There  have  also  been  added  during  the  year, 
77  parts  of  volumes,  principally  numbers  of  current  historical 
periodicals. 

There  have  been  bound  during  the  past  twelve  months  26  vol- 
umes, 17  of  which  were  Historical  and  Genealogical  Magazines,  and 
9  volumes  of  Genealogies  and  Town  Histories  which  were  in  paper 
covers,  or  becoming  shaken  by  use.  As  soon  as  deficiencies  can  be 
supplied  in  certain  domestic  and  English  genealogical  periodicals  of 
which  we  have  broken  sets  and  odd  numbers,  these  valuable  works 
will  also  be  bound  and  added  to  our  shelves.  (The  whole  number 
of  volumes  bound  since  the  beginning  of  the  Society  has  been  153, 
at  a  cost  of  $134.78.) 

Contributions  have  been  received  from  84  persons,  societies  and 
institutions,  as  specified  in  the  annexed  list  of  donors.  The  increase 
in  gifts  to  the  library  over  the  previous  year  was  39  volumes  and  202 
pamphlets. 

The  total  additions  for  1896  have  been  exceptionally  large,  being 
more  than  twice  the  number  added  in  any  single  previous  year. 
This  is  to  a  great  extent  due  to  the  liberal  action  of  the  Directors  in 
permitting  the  library  to  benefit  largely  by  the  unusually  good  state 
of  the  treasury  in  the  past  year.  And  we  are  realizing  the  usefulness 
of  our  publication  of  the  Lincoln  County  Probate  Records  in  helping 
the  growth  of  the  library  through  exchanges.  The  books  selected 
for  purchase  it  is  believed  are  of  the  classes  most  likely  to  be  of  use 
to   our  readers,  and  a  purpose  of  avoiding  the  duplicating  of  works 
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known  to  be  available  in  other  libraries  in  the  city  has  in  general 
been  kept  somewhat  in  view.  A  library  devoted  to  the  furtherance 
of  the  study  of  family  history  of  course  finds  very  much  of  its  rich- 
ness to  consist  in  its  genealogies,  local  histories  and  published  or 
manuscript  records  of  marriages,  births  and  deaths.  In  the  former, 
the  great  help  afforded  to  those  interested  in  collateral  lines,  even  if 
not  in  the  main  line  of  the  family  treated  of,  justifies,  in  my  estima- 
tion, the  accumulation  of  published  family  histories  as  rapidly  and  as 
fully  as  our  facilities  will  permit,  with  due  regard  to  other  depart- 
ments of  the  library.  The  number  of  genealogies  added  in  the  past 
year  has  been  228,  of  which  32  were  gifts,  giving  us  a  total  of  over 
500  different  works  in  that  section  alone.  And  an  alphabetical  list 
thereof  is  annexed  to  this  report,  and  will  contain  all  that  may  be 
added  up  to  the  time  of  going  to  press. 

The  possession  of  originals  or  manuscript  copies  of  church,  par- 
ish and  town  records  gives  consideration  and  importance,  and  great 
usefulness  to  such  a  library  as  ours,  and  causes  it  to  be  more  widely 
known  and  visited  by  students  of  family  and  local  history.  In  this 
direction  we  have  a  modest  nucleus  around  which  we  hope  may 
gather  constant  yearly  accessions.  We  already  had  the  invaluable 
annotated  Buxton  records,  copy  of  the  Old  Proprietors  records  of 
North  Yarmouth,  and  graveyard  inscriptions  of  Ancient  Taunton, 
Mass.,  and  in  the  past  year  have  added  copies  of  the  records  of  the 
Second  church  in  Berwick,  the  Baptisms  of  North  Yarmouth  for 
about  fifty  years,  and  vital  records  of  the  Third  church  in  Kittery  ; 
and  there  will  soon  be  available  to  us  copies  of  the  First  Parish 
church  records  of  Kennebunk  since  1750,  (the  old  Second  church  of 
Wells),  and  the  publishments,  marriages,  births  and  deaths  as  recorded 
by  the  Town  Clerks  of  Windham,  with  numerous  graveyard  inscrip- 
tions. I  urgently  recommend  our  Directors  to  give  this  subject 
early  and  effective  attention,  and  do  all  that  can  reasonably  be 
afforded  to  make  yearly  additions  to  our  resources  by  securing  copies 
of  unpublished  vital  records.  The  suggestion  made  in  the  general 
report  that  our  members  can  in  some  instances  render  great  help  in 
this  particular  line  must  meet  the  hearty  acquiescence  of  our  whole 
Society.  (As  a  matter  of  detail  connected  therewith,  I  would  urge  that 
copies  be  made  preferably  in  books  not  much  exceeding  8x10  inches. 
A  standard  record  blank  book  of  about  that  size  of  page  is  kept  by 
all  dealers.  This  will  enable  such  records  to  go  on  our  shelves 
readily  with  other  books,  and  not  be,  by  extraordinary  size,  widely 
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separated  from  their  proper  classification.     This  size  is  also  strongly 
recommended  for  scrap-books  for  the  same  reason.) 

It  may  not  be  without  interest  to  our  members  if  I  add  a  table 
showing  the  yearly  increase  of  the  library  since  its  modest  beginning 
in  1884,  (its  first  book  being  the  Burleigh  Genealogy,  presented  by 
the  author,  our  first  Librarian).  At  the  end  of  each  year  the  condi- 
tion of  the  library  was  as  follows :

The  increasing  use  of  our  collection  is  strikingly  apparent  as  its 
growth  renders  it  more  useful  to  seekers  for  family  data ;  and  our 
catalogues  and  indexes  are  daily  consulted  and  prove  to  be  of  much 
help  t6  our  readers.  These  ready-aids  have  attained  such  a  state  of 
fullness  that  two  new  cases  for  cards  became  a  necessity,  and  "  the 
end  is  not  yet."  We  are  now  able  to  answer,  with  close  approxima- 
tion to  certainty,  at  least  three  questions  of  the  genealogical  student : 
First,  Have  you  a  book  on  a  certain  family  in  your  library  ?  Sec- 
ondly, Has  such  a  book  or  pamphlet  ever  been  published  ;  if  so, 
when  and  where,  of  how  many  pages,  and  by  whom  compiled  ? 
Thirdly,  If  not  yet  published  in  book  form,  is  any  one  at  work  on 
that  family  with  whom  I  may  correspond,  and  what  is  his  name  and 
address  ?  And  our  growing  index  of  genealogies,  pedigrees,  etc.,  in 
periodicals  is  of  constant  use.  Our  index  to  the  genealogies,  etc., 
in  the  fifty  volumes  of  the  New  England  Historic-Genealogical 
Society's  Register  is  much  fuller  than  one  recently  published  by  that 
Society  ;  and  our  index  of  genealogies  in  preparation  greatly  exceeds 
the  largest  printed  list  of  which  we  have  any  knowledge.  These 
catalogues  and  indexes  are  kept  closely  up  to  date  and  will  be  in- 
creased in  their  scope  as  rapidly  as  time  permits. 
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The  problem  of  sufficient  room  for  our  increasing  store  is 
becoming  not  easy  of  solution,  but  by  the  procuring  of  ten  book- 
boxes,  placing  two  large  and  little  used  sets  of  works  at  the  top  of 
our  present  shelving,  and  packing  away  over  two  hundred  of  the  less 
important  volumes,  and  by  similar  expedients,  sufficient  room  was 
gained  for  a  time,  but  already  more  space  is  needed  if  a  convenient 
shelf  classification  is  to  be  maintained ;  and  this  is  an  important 
feature  in  a  library  conducted  as  ours  must  be  for  the  present. 

I  purposed  making  an  explanation  of  the  plan  on  which  the  card 
catalogue  of  our  books  and  pamphlets  is  now  kept,  (at  present  being 
under  a  classed  or  subject  system),  but  as  the  growth  of  the  library 
will  inevitably  compel  a  resort  to  the  dictionary-plan,  or  a  modifica- 
tion of  it,  full  reference  to  the  subject  may  be  deferred  to  a  later 
report,  together  with  other  matters  of  interest  which  are  omitted  in 
the  present  statement, — which  is  respectfully  submitted.

BY-LAWS 

OF    THE- — 

Maine  Genealogical  Society, 

PORTLAND,    MAINE. 


As  Revised  April  i6,   i{ 


ARTICLE  I. 

NAME. 


This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Maine  Genealogical  Society, 
and  its  headquarters  shall  be  in  Portland,  Maine. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and  preserve  any- 
thing pertaining  to  the  history  of  New  England  towns  and  families, 
and  for  the  mutual  aid  of  its  members  by  interchange  of  material 
gathered. 

ARTICLE  III. 

MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  The  Society  shall  be  composed  of  persons  inter- 
ested in  the  objects  mentioned  in  Article  II,  who,  being  recommended 
by  the  Board  of  Directors,  shall  be  elected  by  the  Society. 

Sec.  2.  Non-residents  of  this  state  may  in  like  manner  become 
Corresponding  members,  and  any  person  whom  this  Society  shall 
wish  especially  to  compliment,  may,  by  unanimous  vote,  be  elected 
an  Honorary  member. 
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Sec.  3.  Any  member,  who  at  one  time  contributes  twenty-five 
dollars  to  the  permanent  fund  shall  thereby  become  a  Life  member. 

Sec.  4.  Honorary,  Corresponding  and  Life  members  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  active  membership,  and  shall  be 
exempt  from  assessments. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

FINANCE. 

Section  i.  All  annual  dues  shall  begin  on  January  ist  of  each 
year.  It  is  expected  that  any  person  elected  to  membership  in  the 
Society  shall  signify  his  acceptance  in  writing.  Active  members 
shall  pay  as  an  admission  fee  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  and  annuall}'^ 
thereafter  one  dollar. 

Sec.  2.  The  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  set  apart  as 
a  permanent  fund,  to  which  the  Directors  may  add  any  money  not 
needed  for  ordinary  expenses,  provided  such  addition  be  approved 
by  the  Society  at  its  next  regular  meeting.  The  permanent  fund 
shall  be  invested  in  the  name  of  the  Society  in  such  properties  or 
securities  as  the  Directors  may  approve  and  shall  not  be  diminished 
except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Society  at  a  meeting  held  for  the 
purpose,  of  which  two  weeks'  notice  shall  be  given.  The  income 
from  the  permanent  fund  may  be  used  for  current  expenses. 

ARTICLE   V. 

MEETINGS. 

The  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  on 
the  third  Wednesday  of  January,  and  quarterly  meetings  shall  be 
held,  also,  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  April,  July  and  October. 

The  President  or  Directors  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  Society 
at  any  time  they  may  appoint,  for  the  transaction  of  any  business  of 
the  Society,  except  election  of  officers,  unless  to  fill  a  vacancy. 

The  Secretary  shall  give  timely  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Society,  by  publishing  the  same  in  one  or  more  of  the  daily  news- 
papers of  Portland,  or  by  notice  to  each  member,  stating  time,  place, 
and  object  of  meeting.     Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

OFFICERS. 

The  ofificers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  Vice  President, 
Recording,  (who  shall  also  be  Corresponding)  Secretary,  Treasurer  and 
Librarian,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  have 
been  elected,  and  these  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  the 
majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  in  meetings  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

PRESIDENT    AND    VICE    PRESIDENT. 

The  President,  and  in  his  absence,  the  Vice  President,  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  or  of  the  Directors. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  in  a  book  for  the  purpose,  belonging 
to  the  Society,  a  true  and  complete  record  of  all  proceedings  of  the 
meetings  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  Directors.  He  shall  announce 
all  meetings  according  to  Article  V,  notify  members  of  their  election, 
and  conduct  the  general  correspondence  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  Permanent  fund,  in- 
vesting the  same  as  he  shall  be  advised  by  the  Directors.  He  shall 
collect  all  fees  and  taxes,  pay  all  accounts  against  the  Society,  when 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  keep  a  correct  record  of  all 
receipts  and  expenditures  in  a  book  for  that  purpose  belonging  to 
the  Society. 

ARTICLE   X. 

LIBRARIAN, 

The  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manu- 
scripts, and  other  property  belonging  to  the  Society,  or  deposited  for 
its  use.  He  shall  purchase  all  books  under  the  instruction  of  the 
Directors,  make  a  correct  catalogue  of  all  books   belonging   to    the 
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Society,  and  keep  a  record  of  such  as  are  taken  out.  He  shall  have 
charge  of  the  rooms  of  the  Society,  and  make  suitable  preparations 
for  all  meetings. 

No  books  or  other  property  of  the  Society  shall  be  removed 
from  its  rooms  without  consent  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Provided,  however,  that  such  of  his  duties  as  are  superseded  by 
our  contract  with  the  Maine  Historical  Society,  are  suspended  during 
the  continuance  of  the  above  mentioned  contract. 

ARTICLE   XI. 

REPORTS. 

The  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Librarian  shall  make  at  each 
annual  meeting,  and  at  any  time  when  requested  by  the  President,  a 
detailed  report  of  all  matters  coming  under  the  head  of  their  respec- 
tive offices  for  the  past  year  or  other  specified  time. 

ARTICLE   XII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

The  foregoing  articles  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  at 
any  meeting,  a  notice  of  two  weeks  having  been  given  by  publication.
